Britain to the American note regard- 
ing interference with American ship- 
ping, it is 
said in well

quarters is wholly conciliatory and 
shows a disposition on the part of 
England to do everything within rea- 
son to avert delay to American ship- 
ping, at a time when freight rates are 
I'.igh and consequently loss of time is 
costly to shipowners. 


England wishes to do everything in 


its power, consistent with the proper 
safeguarding of the interests of the 
allies,/to facilitate world trade and 
stimulate commerce, paralyzed as it is 
by war conditions. 


Consequently, it is declared, there is 


no disposition on the part of England 
to protest against the purchase of 
German vessels by Americans where 
the sales are genuine, and the snips 
are not used so as to avoid what might 


v 
reasonably be called the consequences 


•: dtrbelligerency. 
~~~"""The use of 
transferred 
German 


ships in the cotton trade with Ger- 
many probably Would call forth objec- 
tions trom the allies, although cotton 
is not Contraband, uecause the allies, 
it is said, would regard such use as a 
roundabout means of escaping the ef- 
fects -of the war. 


At any rate, objection is not likely 


to come until ships are actually trans- 
ferred and their prospective use is 
clearly indicated. It is probable the 
allies will "take the position that the 
sale money shall be held xinril the 
close of the war as a guarantee that 
It will not be of assistance to belliger- 
ents.

An assurance that German ships

While it is pointed out that the 


sale of German ships in the New 
York harbor to the American govern- 
ment or its citizens would inevitably 
relieve German citizens of the heavv 
expense of maintenance and insurance, 
undoubtedly consequence of war with- 
in the meaning of international prac- 
tice, still England would be willing 
to waive objections on this point with 
other vessels to enter trade in no way 
beneficial to Germany, Austria, or 
Turkey.

United States Refuses To 


Officially Investigate The 


Charges Made by Germany

Washington, 
Jan. 
7.—Secretary 


Bryan today informed Coufft Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, that 
the United Slates, in 
maintaining 


strict neutrality, must refrain from 
officially investigating or comment- 
ing upon Jus charges that ditm-dum 
bullets were being furnished from 
this country to the allies. 


Secretary Bryan told the ambassa- 


dor, however, that if he could fur- 
nish proof that forbidden war mater- 
ials weie being shipped by American 
firms, President Wilson 
would 
use 


influence to step the traffic without 
im olving legal or international ques- 
tions. 


In a letter to Cstmt 
Bernstorff, 


Secretary Bryan referred to denials 
of American manufacturers to 
his 


recent charge of dum-dum bullets 
and not guns being furnished to 
the allies. The letter follows: 


"I ha\e the honor to acknowledge 


the receipt of your note of the filth 
ultimo, calling attention to fresh 
violations of the Geneva convention 
as well as of section 2, article 230, 
of The Hauge convention of July 29, 
1899, by the British government in 
the use of dum-dum bullets. 


"I can assure your excellency that 


I am not unmindful of the. spirit in 
which you bring to the attention of 
this government the improper prac- 
tices which are alleged to have oc- 
curred in the conduct of the pres- 
ent war. 
But, while this govern- 


ment may take these statements and 
charges under consideration, it is, in 
its effort to maintain a strict neu- 
trality in the present conflict, obliged 
to refram from investigating their 
truthfulness ~or 
making any com- 


ment in regard to them. 


"The time will come, however, 


when the truth may be impartially 
.determined, and when the judgment 
of the world will be passed upon 
the charges made by the various 
belligerents of -violations . of 
the 


rales ot civilized warfare. 
"Yoar excellency also states that 


the British government has ordered

Sev- 
eral of the dirigibles are reported to 
have appeared near Dunkirk and are 
then said to have turned toward the 
English coast. 


The reported 
arrest of Cardinal 


Mercier at Brussels on account of a 
pastoral letter in which he is said to 
advised Belgian civilians not to recog- 
nize the authority of the German ad- 
ministration, has developed one of the 
striking incidents of the war. Pope 
Benedict is making an inquiry, haAing 
recencd no official confirmation of the 
report. It is said at Rome that should 
its truth be established the Pope would 
piotest to Germany. 


Neither Turkey nor Germany has 


conceded the defeat of Turkish armies 
in the Caucasus, as claimed officially 
in Petrograd. As further details of 
this fighting are received in London, 
it would appear that this reported 
Turkish disaster has been as complete 
as that suffered by any forces since 
the outbreak oi the war. In spite of 
this, however, the latest official com- 
munication fiom Turkey altogether 
ignores the fighting in Ihe Caucasus 
and dwells upon tbe struggle 
which 


has spread over the Persian frontier 
to Urennah, an important town where 


the Turks say that, aided by Persians, 
they have defeated the Russians. 


In Poland the Germans apparently 


are no nearer Warsaw and there is 
little alteration in the battle front ,ex- 
tending from the Baltic to the Car- 
pathians. The Russians seem to be 
still concentrating tfyeir main effort in 
the Carpathian passes 
At the same 


time they are continuing a vigorous 
offensne in Bukowina. The occupa- 
tion ot this Austrian territory, popu- 
lated as it largely is, by Roumanians. 
may soon exert, in the opinion 
BntisJi^obserVers, a powerf 
ence throughout Europe jjuC 
the Balkan situation to a hjgad. :' ;

to give allegiance to the Germans ad- 
ministration continues to be a topic 
of lively discussion and speculation iu 
London and Amsterdam. 


It is reported that the Cardinal had 


been removed to Brussels, but -this 
has not been confirmed. An English. 
translation of his pastoral letter "which, 
is belie\ed to have offended the Ger- 
man military authorities in Belgium, 
has been published 
in 
London in 


pamphlet form. 


A dispatch received here from Rome 


sajs tb? Pope has requested full In- 
formation on the ~ Mercier

from the German government. This 
reported action lacks confirmation;' 
us a matter of fact another dispatch, 
from Italy sajs the Vatican has not 
jet been officially advised of the al- 
kgcd arrest of the cardinal.

Victims of Subway Accident 
Are Now Recovering and Eight 


Investigations Started Today

New York, Jan. 7.—Seventy-seven 


victims of yesterday's subway acci- 
dent were still in hospitals today 
recovering from t3:eir injuries- Most 
of them v;erc men: some were wo- 
men «ho had been mauled ia the 
starapede for tbe street. 
All suf- 


fered from tbe effects of smoke or 
bruises or cuts. They were the ones 
who had fared worst in the panic. 
None was c\pcctcd to die; all it was 
thought, would be discharged witbin 
a day or two. 


The death list of what was first 


believed to be a great disaster re- 
mained at one. 
How many persons 


were carried unconscious from the 
smoke-filJed tube to the street prob- 
ably wi!3 never be definitely e-tab-

There were more than 
70<i men and women wedded tight 
.it the cars at the time and esti- 
mates of the injured run up to more 
than 200.

{HIS is goir-g to be a pretty hard winter in America, The war In Europe 


has disturbed business in every direction. We have a few hungry 
people ourselves. And yet Belgium, a brave little, thrifty little nation 
of 7,000,000 people, is going to starve to death this winter unless Amer- 


ica feeds the Belgians. How are we going to take care both of our own and 
of the "stricken little sister of the world?" 


A woman solved the problem. Mrs. Joseph Darling of Washington had 


been*knitting stockings and scarfs for Euiopean war sufferers until it occurred 
to her that she might be using her brains as well as her fingers. She sat down 
forthwith and thought out the idea of "food boxes for Belgium." Mrs. Darling 
saw Dr. Harrey Wiley', who laid out the ideal food boxes for Belgian reliet 
and their plan has now been taken np by the woman's section of the commis 
sion for relief in Belgium, of which Mrs. Lindon Bates is chairman. 


Dr. Wiley's box for Belgian adults, as slightly revised to get its weight 


inside the parcel post regulations, is as follows: Three No. 3 tins of beans, 
three No. 1 tins of pink Alaska salmon, one five-pound sack of rolled oats, one 
five-pound sack of yellow cornmeal, one five-pound sack of yellow split peas. 
one two-pound sack of granulated sugar, one three-pound sack of California 
prunes, one seven-pound sack of wheat flour, one one-pound sack of salt, one 
can opener, one box. 


That, however, is only a guide to the kind of food which the Belgians need. 


It is intended mainly for such Americans as can afford to go and order boxes 
from the grocer. 
Belgium wants any kind of food which will stand ocean 


transportation, which excludes fresh fruit and vegetables. 


The commission for relief in Belgium has arranged with the-postoffice de- 


partment to transmit all Belgian relief foodstuffs free of cost to the donor, if 
you pnt your name and address on the package and add the letter "R" the 
money expended for stamps will be refunded by the commission. The package 
should weigh not less than twenty pounds and not more than fifty.

Been Reduced

Washington, Jan. 7.—Not more thari 


15 out of every 1,000 children from 10 
to 15 rears ol age-in the United States 
are unable to read and write, accord- 
ing to statistics announced today by 
the tederal bureau of education. 


An analysis ot the figures shows 


i iia't in 1900 there were 42 out of every 
1.UOO children between the ages of 10 
and 
14 who were illiterate. 
This 


number has been reduced to 22 in 1910 
and to 15 in 1914. 


"From the standpoint of propor- 


tional reduction of illiteracy," 
the 


bureau says, "Oklahoma leads all 
stated. In 1909 this state had 124 il- 
literate children ot the ages named. 
In 1910 it had out 17." 


According to the bureau Nevada is

four; in 1910 it was five. Two states.

rush of 


trade begins, and will also give him 
the advantage of a better assortment 
to seleet from. 


To make a house into a home cer- 


tain artistic 
principles 
should be 


kept in mind. Houses and other 
buildings are not 
natural 
to the 


arth's surface and do not 
appear 


appy and at ease unless they have 
vhat the landscape architect calls a 
setting." 
No matter how fine the 


Material or how beautiful the lines of 
he house may be, it is not pleasing 
o look upon unless it appears as part 
f the landscape. 


The buildings and grounds should 


e a picture, the house, of course, 
hould be the central figure but the 
urroundings should all lead up to it 
,nd harmonize with it. 
A house 


iroperly "set" looks home-like and 
:omfortable. 
The foliage of trees 


and shrub's is indispensihle as a 
background or frame to the picture 
which is to be created. 
Everything 


—the lay of the land, the shape, 
he size, the color of the house 
—-all must be considered and com- 
plete working plans should be made 
>efore proceeding. A half hour with 


tapeline and a sheet of paper will 


mable a person to make a sketch of 
his yard and garden, showing the lo- 
cation of the house, walks, fences, 
and other objects. 
On the plan he 


can then mark the loction of the va- 
rious shrubs, etc., that he may wish 
;o plant when the weather moder- 
ates sufficiently. It is impossible to 


ive any set rules for laying out any 
sort of landscape work for the rea- 
son that the individuality of 
the 


place must be preserved, 
and 
this 


neans that all conditions should be 
:aken into consideration. 


While trees make the sky-line an 


important feature on a large place, 
yet for a small garden only slirubs 
should be used for a boundary with 
perhaps one tree or a group of trees 
on the north side. It is well if the 
trees can be planted a year or two in 
advance of the shrubs and peren- 
nials. The border, along the fences or 
buildings, varying from low shrubs 
tb high trees, furnishes a frame or 
setting for flowers, shielding 
the

Remember, the desired 
effects cannot be realized in one or 
two years.

Shrubs may be used as a screen to 


hide unsightly 'objects, such as a 
neighbors stable, or an old fence. A 
barrier of living green makes any un- 
pleasant object practically non-exist- 
ant whether, the space be large or 
small. If privacy is desired 
the 


shrubbery border may be so arranged 
as to almost completely exclude the 
outside world and yet allow views 
which will add a great charm to the 
grounds. 


Avoid isolated specimens of shrubs. 


A better effect will be obtained byj 
grouping them and planting the tall 
varieties in the background, 
using 


the lower and dwarf varieties in the 
front. 
Do not 
plant 
shrubs in 


straight lines as is so often done. It 
is well in outlining the border to 
have deep bays which will give a 
greater distance and also carry with 
them the idea of a mysterious pass- 
age to something beyond. 


Do not plant the 
tall growing 


shrubs in front of the windows. If 
planting for -winter effect as well as 
summer, there are many forms of 
^evergreens, especially the dwarf va- 
rieties, that can be used in the beds 
in front of the walls. t All shapes and 
sizes may 'be had to'suit the archi- 
tecture of the house. 


The varieties of shrubs are so 


many that a person may be puzzled 
when it comes to the selection. A 
succession of bloom may be had for 
about eight months of the year, while 
during the other four months the 
red. yellow, and green twigs, of some 
shrubs, and the bright 
berries 
of] 


the nursery row. This can easily be 
determined by noting where the dirt 
had been in contact with, the roots 
and stem. 
Plant about three feet 


apart. 
If set closer than this they 


will look crowded, while if farther 
apart they will look lonely. 
In two 


years the branches will intermingle, 
and probably in five or six years it 
may be necessary to remove every 
other one of the shrubs and plant 
them in some other place. When 
planting, trim back the branches to 
balance the loss of the roots.
